wireless telegraphy mechanics receiv- 
ing corrections by wireless from i;ic 
airplanes. Their work involves con- 
siderable exposure to shell iire. 


At sea wireless is extensively used 


in connection with submarine chasing. 
Seaplanes, flying boats and airships ! 
carry out long patrols in cooperation i 
with destroyers. Immediately the air- j 
craft sight a U-boat, the destroyers j 
are informed by wireless of its exact ! 
location. This method is highly suc- 
cessful, for a submerged submarine 
which i.s invisible from sea level can 
be seen clearly from the air, in good 
weather. It is a significant fact that 
every Gorman submarine is fitted with 
an anti-aircraft gun. 


Pilots Pass Tests 


Every pilot in the British air serv- 


ice must pass certain tests in wire- 
less telegraphy before he is allowed 
to graduate; and in consequence at 
practically every home training sta- 
tion the air is made musical by the 
sound of many practice "buzzers". 


Enormous strides have been made 


during the war in the use of wireless 
telegraphy in aircraft. 
One of tha 


chief difficulties was to overcome the 
noise of the engine. But skill and in- 
genuity conquered this difficulty al- 
most completely. It is not permis- 
sible to state just how it was accom- 
plished, for in these matters Germany 
has not yet discovered the secret of 
various methods successfully used by 
the British. 


The effective range for 
wireless 


transmitted 
from the air has been 


largely increased. No so very long 
ago the limit was a few miles, but 
this lias now been greatly exceeded by 
means of more powerful current pro- 
vided by elcctirtc generators! these 
generators are run on the airplane 
engine in the large machines, and take 
the place of the comparatively weak 
accumulators hitherto employed. 


Copper Wire Used 


The aerial on an aircraft consists of 


a length of copper wire, with a lead 
weight on the end, rolled on a drum. 
Thiy can be wound or unwound at will 
by the observer; but care must be tak- 
en in unwinding, for if the winch is 
left to run free, the lead weight will 
snap the wire and render the whole 
outfit unserviceable in a second. Most 
people have seen an aerial on board 
ship; it is the wire stretched horizon- 
tally between the masts. 


Another form of communication be- 


tween aircraft and the earth consists 
of a message bag. This is a long, 
thin, brightly-colored streamer, with

AN EXPERT'S RECIPE FOR 


CANNED PEARS 


By Marion Harris Neil 


Bartlett pears are the best for can 


ning. Use twenty-four Baitlett poars 
eight cupfuls of water and one pound 
of sugar. Put the sugar and watei 
into a pieserving kettle, let the syrur 
come to boiling point, and skim off the 
froth if any rises. 


When syrup is heating, halve, peel 


and core the pears, being careful not 
to use those that are overripe or Im- 
perfectly shaped. Drop pieces into a 
basin of cold water until all are paied. 
Put the halved pears into the boiling 
syrup, but do not stir. Take a large 
roasting-pan with handles and placr 
in it as many steiilizecl quart canning 
jars as it will hold. 


Pour some tepid water in the pan to 


a depth of about two inches, and place 
the pan on the side of the stove. The 
water will get hot and keep the jar? 
warm. 
Sterilize the rubber lings anc 


coveis. By this time the fruit will bt 
boihng. When the pears commence 10 
lose their hard \\hitoness, they arc 
ready to take off. 


Lift out pieces separately 
with 


sterilized spoon and put them into the 
hot jars. Fill jai s and cover with tin 
syrup, filling them even with the tor 
Put rings and covers on and scre\ 
tight. Invert the jar; and cover tli 
tops with a generous coating of melt 
ed Parowax.

to earth. There are other methods of 
communication, of course, but wire- 
less telegraphy is predominant. 


The wireless branch is a very high- 


ly specialized department of tho Ko'yul I 
air force, and its work is of first-class i 
importance. On land, its chief but i 
not its sole function is concerned with i 
spotting for the artillery. British air- j 
planes fly for hours at a stretch over j 
the German lines; circling compara- j 
tively slowly over a given area; they 
register for the guns btlow until the 
work of destruction has been com- 
pleted. 


Far below, in the advanced posi- 


tions of the field batteries are the 
wireless telegraphy mechanics receiv- 
ing corrections by wireless from i;ic 
airplanes. Their work involves con- 
siderable exposure to shell iire. 


At sea wireless is extensively used 


in connection with submarine chasing. 
Seaplanes, flying boats and airships ! 
carry out long patrols in cooperation i 
with destroyers. Immediately the air- j 
craft sight a U-boat, the destroyers j 
are informed by wireless of its exact ! 
location. This method is highly suc- 
cessful, for a submerged submarine 
which i.s invisible from sea level can 
be seen clearly from the air, in good 
weather. It is a significant fact that 
every Gorman submarine is fitted with 
an anti-aircraft gun. 


Pilots Pass Tests 


Every pilot in the British air serv- 


ice must pass certain tests in wire- 
less telegraphy before he is allowed 
to graduate; and in consequence at 
practically every home training sta- 
tion the air is made musical by the 
sound of many practice "buzzers". 


Enormous strides have been made 


during the war in the use of wireless 
telegraphy in aircraft. 
One of tha 


chief difficulties was to overcome the 
noise of the engine. But skill and in- 
genuity conquered this difficulty al- 
most completely. It is not permis- 
sible to state just how it was accom- 
plished, for in these matters Germany 
has not yet discovered the secret of 
various methods successfully used by 
the British. 


The effective range for 
wireless 


transmitted 
from the air has been 


largely increased. No so very long 
ago the limit was a few miles, but 
this lias now been greatly exceeded by 
means of more powerful current pro- 
vided by elcctirtc generators! these 
generators are run on the airplane 
engine in the large machines, and take 
the place of the comparatively weak 
accumulators hitherto employed. 


Copper Wire Used 


The aerial on an aircraft consists of 


a length of copper wire, with a lead 
weight on the end, rolled on a drum. 
Thiy can be wound or unwound at will 
by the observer; but care must be tak- 
en in unwinding, for if the winch is 
left to run free, the lead weight will 
snap the wire and render the whole 
outfit unserviceable in a second. Most 
people have seen an aerial on board 
ship; it is the wire stretched horizon- 
tally between the masts.

tween aircraft and the earth consists 
of a message bag. This is a long,

AN EXPERT'S RECIPE FOR 


CANNED PEARS 


By Marion Harris Neil 


Bartlett pears are the best for can 


ning. Use twenty-four Baitlett poars 
eight cupfuls of water and one pound 
of sugar. Put the sugar and watei 
into a pieserving kettle, let the syrur 
come to boiling point, and skim off the 
froth if any rises. 


When syrup is heating, halve, peel 


and core the pears, being careful not 
to use those that are overripe or Im- 
perfectly shaped. Drop pieces into a 
basin of cold water until all are paied. 
Put the halved pears into the boiling 
syrup, but do not stir. Take a large 
roasting-pan with handles and placr 
in it as many steiilizecl quart canning 
jars as it will hold. 


Pour some tepid water in the pan to 


a depth of about two inches, and place 
the pan on the side of the stove. The 
water will get hot and keep the jar? 
warm. 
Sterilize the rubber lings anc 


coveis. By this time the fruit will bt 
boihng. When the pears commence 10 
lose their hard \\hitoness, they arc 
ready to take off. 


Lift out pieces separately 
with 


sterilized spoon and put them into the 
hot jars. Fill jai s and cover with tin 
syrup, filling them even with the tor 
Put rings and covers on and scre\ 
tight. Invert the jar; and cover tli 
tops with a generous coating of melt 
ed Parowax.
